With our Combined Federal Campaign now having been underway for two 
weeks, I am advised that there is significant concera on the part of many 
of my employees over the inclusion of legal defense and political advocacy 
groups in the Campaign. I am aware of the fact that no Campaign funds go 
to these groups except for those which individuals specifically designate 
for them and this information has been imparted to our keypersons and 
Campaign workers. Nevertheless, the sentiment persists. Apparently, the 
emphasis which this subject got in the media before the Campaign began took 
its toll. I also understand that some employees, even though aware that 
only designated contributions go to these groups, are still resentful of 
their inclusion as participants in the Campaign under any circumstances- 

I only hope that the net effect of this will be minimal and a true spirit 
of charitable giving will prevail. 


On a more positive note, I am pleased to report that the average gift 
of those making pledges has increased From $57.00 to $82.00. I hope that 
by the conclusion of our Campaign the problems I have shared with you 
will have been overcome and we will have successfully reached our goal.
